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GRAVE FOREST SITUATION FOLLOWS 
SEPTEMBER HURRICANE 


Woodland problems of timber salvage and _ fire 
control created in many towns by the September hur- 
ricane are of the greatest importance. Good Citizen- 
ship calls for personal and widespread action! 

The salvage of every thousand feet of logs which 
can be sold means money for landowners, wages for 
workers, employment for trucks, teams and machinery, 
as well as reduced forest fire hazard for all. If own- 
ers of windthrown timber have not yet acted, they 
should communicate with those who can help. Town 
Chairmen are fully informed; State Advisory Agents 
can help to start logging by suggesting names of 
operators and giving other useful advice; Federa. 
Agencies are increasing the number of log storage 
places as rapidly as possible. Individuals must now 
cooperate. 

Forest fire danger for several years will be great- 
er than usual. So much work must be done by public 
agencies to reduce hazard along roadsides, near im- 
proved and other exposed areas that many places 
will remain hazardous for some time to come. In- 
dividual Landowners must take a personal interest. 
Aid in clean-up work through the Agricultural Con- 
servation Program is available to any woodland owner 
at $4.00 per acres on areas up to 15 acres, The Coun- 
ty Agent should be consulted. 

Support your local Forest Fire Wardens and 
Deputies. They are planning, with State and Fed- 
eral agencies, an intensive campaign to control fires. 
Help them by strict observance of the fire laws. Kindle 
no open fires without a permit from the Warden ex- 
cept when the ground is covered with snow. Cooper- 
ate by reporting fires you may see and in other ways. 
Fire fighting tool supplies are inadequate and should 
be reasonably increased by many towns. You can 
help, and it will pay, to PREVENT FORES® FIRES!

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the Stark School Board: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my fifth 
annual report of the Stark schools, 

At the elcse of the schools, we lost one teacher, 
Miss Crozier, who was selected ag a critic teacher 1p 
the Washington County State Normal School. Muss 
Morrill was transferred from the Village school to the 
Blake school and Josiah B. Kelley, a teacher of con- 
siderable experience, was selected for the Village 
school. The other teachers are the same as last year— 
Miss Aldrich at Perey and Miss Dancoes at Crystal. 
Satisfactory work is being done in all of the schools. 

The following five pupils completed the work of 
the eighth grade last June: viz., Richard Graham, 
Verna Ingerson, John Parker, Victor Hawthorne and 
Mildred Gibson. Some of these entered high school 
last September. 

The following seven pupils had a perfect attend- 
anee record for the year 1937-1937: Mildred E, Gib- 
son, Opal Gibson, John Pepau, Ernest Hodgkins Jr., 
Shirley Maguire, Donald Vachon and John Vachon. 
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The school census taken last September reported 
81 pupils in town between the ages of 5 and 16. Of 
these 78 were reported in school. There were three 
between 14 and 16 not in school. These three had 
completed the work of the eighth grade. There are 
eleven pupils registered in high school. 

We have the same transportation routes as last 
year with the same drivers, viz: Mr. Leighton to the 
Crystal school and Mrs, Emerson to the Biake school 
from the Emerson district. Sixteen pupils are trans- 
ported at the expense of the district. 

No extensive repairs have been made during the 
year. The roof was repaired at the Village school 
that was badly damaged by the wind. The balance 
has been minor repairs. Some painting should be done 
another summer and a few more desks purchased. 

From the registers returned last June was glean- 
ed the following data: Total number of pupils regis- 
tered in all schools 83; percent of attendance 90.96; 
number of tardy marks 206—too many; the members 
of the school board made five visits; citizens 100 visits; 
and the superintendent was credited with 102 visits. 
Five school board meetings were held, 

The irregular attendance on the part of a few 
lowered our per cent of attendance. JI wish some 
parents could realize that when a pupil is absent, it 
interferes with his progress and lowers the entire work 
of the school. It also lowers the percentage of attend- 
ance. The greatest loss, however, is to the pupils.
